THE NEW ZULU WAR. 


A Revrer’s telegram from Cape Town says the 
lst Battalion Royal Scots Lothian Regiment, 
with artillery and Gatling guns, sailed thence last 
Sunday for Zululand, to join the force under 
Lieutenant-General Smith. 

The Durban correspondent of the Times telè- 
graphed:—Native levies are being raised in 
Zululand with more facility than was expected. 
Excluding Basutos, 1900 men, with European 
leaders, were to reach N'Konjeni by night. 1% 
is stated that some white men are with Dinizulu, 
and, if so, this fact would explain Usibepu's 
defeat, which turns out to have been less 
disastrous than has been supposed. ‘The picss 
insists on the necessity for prompt and decisive 
action before the prestige of the Government 
shall have been fatally impaired. 

We learnt on Wednesday that a force of 
British troops and police, supported by native 
levies, had attacked the rebel Zulu chief, Ishin- 
gana, and completely routed him after six hours’ 
severe fighting. The losses on both sides were 
heavy. Тһе residence of a district magistrate 
has been attacked by the Zulus, but the enemy 
were repulsed with heavy loss, after several 
hours’ fighting.

MARRIAGE OF THE DUKE OF 
MARLBOROUGH. 


FAMILIAR enough in the mouths of the British 
public is the name of the present Duke of 
Marlborough, who was married, as Marquis of 
Blandford, to the sixth daughter of the late 
Duke of Abercorn, and divorced from that estim- 
able lady under circumstances which will be 
remembered. His Grace had four children by 
that ill-starred marriage. The only son, Marquis 
of Blandford, is heir apparent to the Dukedom. 
* * * * 

On June 29, the Duke of Marlborough was 
married a second time., His light-hearted Grace 
was united by the Mayor of New York, Mr. 
Hewitt, to Mrs. Lilian Warren Hammersley. 
Mrs. Hammersley, née Price, is the daughter of 
а Commodore іп the United States Navy. She 
married Mr. Louis Hammersley in 1879. His 
father died in 1885, leaving him a fortune esti- 
mated at six million dollars. Four months 
later (the New York correspondent of the Daily 
News says) Mr. Hammersley himself died, 
and left his wife a life interest in his entire 
estate, with an income estimated at 150,000 dols., 
directing her to distribute the money among 
various charities at her death, unless a male 
heir was born to his cousin, Mr. J. Hooker 
Hammersley. 'The will was contested; but in 
January, 1886, the case was decided in Mrs. 
Hammersley's favour, although an appeal was 
made. . In delivering the decision, the Surrogate 
simply said that Mrs. Hammersley’s dower in hér 
husband's estate was more valuable than the life 
interest which he had given to her, and he refused 
to believe that Mr. Hammersley was incompetent 
to make a will, or that Mrs. Hammersley had 
exercised undue influence over her husband.

The Duke of Marlborough’s civil marriage with 
the rich American widow was performed by the 
Mayor of New York at the City Hall, and after 
the ceremony his Worship kissed the bride, in 
accordance with a custom exercised at discretion 
in the case of the marriage of immigrants and 
other humble folks, who usually enjoy a monopoly 
of the weddings in this unpretentious fashion. 
Several ladies and. gentlemen accompanied the 
bride and groom, the best-known of whom was 
Mr. Leonard Jerome, the father of Lady

plaintiff were fairly taken. ‘They denied various 
allegations of the plaintiff, and they also denied 
that most of the statements complained of 
referred to him. As to the other matter, they 
asserted that it was fair comment upon a letter 
written by the plaintiff to the Times on June 17, 
1887; that the matters were of public interest, 
and the publication was boná-fide and without 
malice.

They mostly 
cook beans in oil, which they then sell in the 
street, near the house of the Mahdi. They are 
not taken much notice of, as they are weak and 
very timid. Lupton Bey has to work in the 
arsenal like a common workman, and has to do 
the most menial and hardest work—that is to 
say, carry burdens, roll, dig, draw, and sweep, 
&c. He has been without clothes and shoes, 
naked with the exception of Arabian drawers and 
afeltcap. Lately his position has become some- 
what better, as he is occupied in coining money. 
European and Egyptian money are not current, 
the Mahdi having special coins stamped. 

Slatin Bey performs the office of running 
footman (sais) to the Mahdi.

Wagner, 
says the Standard correspondent, composed this 
work, which is à romantic opera, in his twentieth 
year. The music shows the influence of Weber's 
** Oberon," which came out seven years before 
“ The Fairies,” composed by Wagner іп 1833. 
It also bears evidence of the influence of Beet- 
hoven. Тһе libretto follows the fairy tale, 
** Woman a Serpent,’’ by the Italian poet Count 
Carlo Gozzi. This story, based upon a beautiful 
Indian fable, symbolises the elevating power of 
love. The scenery is described as magnificent, 
and fitly illustrating the wild and romantic 
nature of this early work of Wagner, which he 
dedicated to the late King Louis [I. After the 
King's death, it was found that Wagner, who 
was deeply in debt to the deceased Monarch, had 
ceded to his Royal patron the right of represent- 
ing this opera. The present Bavarian Govern- 
ment have decided to produce it, in order, it is 
said, to promote the liquidation of King Louis’ 
estate.

FIGHTING IN EQUATORIAL 
AFRICA. 

Dr. Groner Smiru, secretary of the 
Foreign Missions Committee of the 
Free Church of Scotland, has received 
several letters from Drs. Cross and 
Laws in East Central Africa. Dr. 
Cross, writing from Ukonde, under 
date of April 20, states that by 
March 30 the peace policy of the Vice- 
Consul had failed, and hostilities had 
commenced between M’Loze and the 
white men. When he came to Ukonde 
he saw all the bustle preparatory to an 
attack on the Arabs. That attack took 
place on April 10, and brought no 
great success to the white arms. Mr. 
Freed Moir received a severe wound on 
the right arm. Forty men of the white 
party were wounded more or less 
severely, and the fight was brought to 
asudden close. It seemed to him that 
unless they got assistance in a week or 
two they must abandon the country. 

In a letter dated April 20, Dr. Cross 
says that Mr. Moir's arm was pro- 
gressing favourably. ‘Lhe wildest 
rumours were reaching them. It was 
said that Kabundba had sent presents 
to M’Loze, and urged him to continue 
the war with the white men; also that 
the white people at Fisearubo had been 
murdered by Kabundba. In another 
letter, dated May 7, Dr. Cross says 
they had heard that when Acting- 
Consul Buchanan and Mr. Johnstone 
were on their way south, after having 
failed in their peace policy with 
M'Loze, they called at Makanjiras, on 
the east side. Their clothes were taken 
from them, and they were dragged 
before the chief, by whom they were 
accused of many things that were un- 
founded. Next morning after large 
quantities of calico had been given to 
the natives, they were put on board 
the mission-steamer as naked as the 
day they were born. 

Dr. Cross says the state of affairs is 
very gloomy, and the more he secs of 
it the more gloomy it appears. Dr. 
Laws, writing on May 1, from Ban- 
dawe, Livingstonia, and referring to 
the events spoken of by Dr. Cross, 
says that the future seems gloomy at 
present, and Arab influence may be 
extended so as to dominate the Lake, 
if the African Lakes Company are un- 
able to inflict a check at the North -end. 
The day before he wrote, the total in 
the schools numbered 1179, of which 
one-third were girls. 


SUICIDE OF AN IRISH 

‚ HEAD CONSTABLE. 
On Sunday, Head-Constable Mac- 
Cabe shot himself dead with a rook rifle 
in his bed-room at the Longford Police 
Barracks. In the presence of his two 
little children, he put the muzzle of the 
gun in his mouth and fired. The 
screams of the children alarmed the 
other occupants of the barracks. The 
wife of the deceased was at church at 
the time.
